Orangemen Mobbed. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., July 13—A 
mob attacked the Orangemen 
turning from The 
Orangemen with ladies and chiidren 
just disembarked from the steamer 
landing, several hundred Irish fol- 
lowed shouting and jeering, finally 
throwing stones. A lady was struck 
three times and badly hurt all more 
or less injured during the half mile 
walk to the station house for refuge. 

Four men wore regalia, One was 
severely hurt. He had his sash torn 
otf. The Mayor undertook to dis- 

verse the crowd ineflectually. The 
Samer with asquad of police attemp- 
ted to escort the refuges home. 
Showers of stones and bricks were 
hurled at the partly soon as it ap- 
peared. With the exception of 
the Mayor, every one was hurt, some 
seriously. The mob made a furious 
assault, nearly all of the Orangemen 
and police knocked. The _ police 
commenced fireing on the Lrish who 
cried kill the d—d Orangemen, ‘The 
mob seattered before the revolvers. 
None were killed outright. Two 
men and one woman and a boy of 
twelve were wounded, The riot laat- 
ed two hours and extended over the 
route ofa milein the most thickly 
settled portion of the city. 


Row Between the Irish and Negrocs 
in Clarksville, Tenn. 

LOUISVILLE, J 13.—A_ special 
from Clarksville, Tenn., says that 
two Irishmen attacked a negro with 
a knife. The next morning twenty 
negroes attacked the Irishmen, who 
took refuge in a grocery store, from 
whence they were taken by the po- 
lice to the station for safety. The 
same night the negroes assailed the 
grocery with pistols, stones and axes 
and neariy demolished it. Several 
disreputable houses were mobbed. 
Meantime the friendsofthe Lrishmen 
battered down the door of the ca/a- 
boose, liberating them. A _ general 
riot was feared, but all is quiet now. 
None seriously hurt. 


Affairs in Spain, 

MADRID, July 15.—The draft of 
the Constitution provides the Senate 
be composed of three classes. First, 
hereditary title. Second, elected by 
popular eorporations. Third, nom- 
inated by the Crown. All the 
Grandees of Spain with incomes of 
ten thousand dollars and over are in- 
cluded in the first class. 

Itis reported that one thousand 
Carlist prisoners arrived at Valencia 
The populace threatened to lynch 
them. Someof the Carlist officers 
were placed on a man of war to pre- 
vent the massacre. 


Miscellaneous Items. 


The citizens of Westville, have 
burned the saloon of of a man 
named Carbin. He is” sick, but 
swears he will open another saloon 
as soon as he recovers. 


The usual Orange celebrations 
were observed at Dublin and through 
out the towns of Ulster and at Liver- 
pool. Mostofthe meetings formed 
ee condemming the home 
rule, 


Bishop Smith, of Baltimore, has 
drawn the numbers of the prelimi- 
nary Court before which the charges 
againt Bishop Whittingham will be 
examined. Ifthe charges are sus- 
tained he will be tried before a court 
of seven Bishops. 


The regatta race at Cape May was 
resumed yesterday, but the crowd 
was small compared to what it was 
the day previous. The ocean, how- 
ever, was studded with sails and pre- 
sented a beautiful sight. 

The Spanish steamer Dayones has 
been wrecked near the village of 
Matrieo, on the Biscayan coast. The 
crew was saved by the Carlist fisher- 
men, and it is said they will be held 
as hostages and the Curlists threaten 
to shoot them ifthe Royalists bom- 
bard any more coast towns,

fort and at as little expense as they 
would be —_ where else, while our 
citizens would vie with each other in 
tendering their hospitalites.

The Erie Directory—Sale of the Park 
Theatre, 


New YORK, July 13.—The election 
of Erie directors was held at noon.

Capture of Illicit Distillers. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—Collector 
Carpenter of the 3rd South Carolina 
District reports to the Internal Rev- 
enue Office the capture of five illicit 
distillers, the seizure of four distil- 
leries and the destruction of one still; 
he says within forty days he has 
seized 15 distilleries and captured 10 
men and destroyed a large quantity 
of illicit whiskey. 

UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE.—In a 
cent address to the alumni and stu- 
dents of Harvard College, Dr. T. D. 
Woolsey, ex-presidentof Yale Col- 
lege, stated his opinion of unrestrict- 
ed voting in these words: ‘As for 
universal suffrage, I do not believe 
in it, neither as a right of the citizen 
nor asa method of government; but 
it ig upon us, and we are tomake the 
best of it.’”’, This expression, it will 
be noted, does not come from the 
South, but from oneof the most 
eminent publicists in the Northern 
States. Even the Chicago Zimes, a 
journal of ability, but by no means 
conservative, says: “In this opin- 
ion most thinking men who have 
considered the matter attentively 
will probably concur.’’ 

An Arkansas eorrespondent writes 
tothe Department of Agriculture at 
Washington concerning destitution 
in that State, but ascribes it ehiefly 
to‘‘a prevalent habit of lazy loating 
in place of industry and consequent 
thrift.” He adds that “‘the time 
which ought to be devoted to vigo- 
rous work in improving the soil and 
cultivating good crops is spent, the 

reater part, in hanging around pub- 
ic housesand other places of com- 
mon resort, and the less part in farm- 
ing inthe mostsuperticial slip shod 
and slovenly manner.’”’ This is a 
pretty heavy charge against our Ar- 
kansas friends. If untrue’ they 
should make the fact apparent; if 
true, they should mend their ways. 


The Cincinnati tte gives the fc1- 
lowing as an exactcopy ofa coroner's 
jury verdict, which was filled in the 
county clerk’s office at Cincinnati 
Tuesday: “We the jury, find that
